Police cuts

THE front desk of Haverhill 
police station will be closed 
to the public from April next 
year. 

The change comes as part 
of a package of cost-cutting 
measures introduced by Suf¬ 
folk Constabulary. 

Only the front counters at 
police stations in Ipswich, 
Lowestoft and Bury St Ed¬ 
munds will remain open. 

A spokesperson for Suffolk 
Police said: “The police sta¬ 
tions will remain operation¬ 
al... only the front counter 
will close. 

“Should members of the 
public need to contact the 
police, a 24/7 intercom sys¬ 
tem is in place outside the 
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cambridge-news.co.uk/ 

haverhill

station which provides di¬ 
rect access to the force con¬ 
trol room. 

“Police can be contacted 
at any time of the day or 
night by dialling 101, or 999 
in an emergency, for an ur¬ 
gent police response.” 

Jobs are also being axed, 
with 68 PCSO roles being 
cut, as well as 26 police of¬ 
ficer roles and 17 police staff 
roles. A total of 232 jobs have 
been placed “at risk” across 
the county, although efforts 
will be made to move indi¬ 
viduals to other posts. 

The changes come as Suf¬ 
folk Police aims to make 


savings of £20.5million by 
March 2020. 

Temporary Chief Consta¬ 
ble Gareth Wilson said: “It 
is with much regret that we 
have had to reduce the size 
of our workforce, as every 
member of the organisation 
plays a valuable role in keep¬ 
ing our communities safe. 

“With around 80% of our 
budget spent on people, 
however, it has been neces¬ 
sary to reduce our teams.” 

Other changes include a 
reduction in the number of 
Safer Neighbourhood teams 
from 29 to 18. 

Haverhill Town Council 
will be discussing its re¬ 
sponse to the cuts at a meet¬ 
ing of the full council on 
Monday at 7.30pm at the 
Leiston Community Centre 
in Leiston Road.

Elderly’s flats 
are rented out

AN 89-year-old man says 
that he and other pension¬ 
ers “haven’t been treated 
like human beings” - after 
discovering the flats they 
were told to leave are being 
occupied by young profes¬ 
sionals. 

Cecil Bailey - known to 
his friends as Bill - moved 
into sheltered accommoda¬ 
tion in William Blake Court, 
owned by Havebury Hous¬ 
ing, two years after his disa¬ 
bled wife died in 2003. 

After being told that Wil¬ 
liam Blake Court was not 
fit for purpose, Mr Bailey 
and 12 other residents were 
moved into new Havebury 
accommodation in Withers- 
field Road on October 15. 

“They don’t realise what 
a traumatic experience it is 
for people like us to move,” 
he said. 

He was shocked when his 
niece, Sheila fohnson, told 
him that the flats in William 
Blake Court were being ad¬ 
vertised online. 

“They haven’t treated us 
like human beings at all,” he 
said. 

The flats are being adver¬ 
tised by property guardi¬ 
anship company Ad Hoc. 
Property guardianship is a

scheme in which vacated 
properties are occupied in 
order to prevent squatting 
and vandalism while the 
future of the building is de¬ 
cided. 

Ad Hoc started advertising 
for ‘guardians’ shortly be¬ 
fore Mr Bailey and the other 
elderly residents moved out. 
Currently, 10 of the 30 flats 
they are managing are oc¬ 
cupied. 

The ‘guardians’ who oc¬ 
cupy the properties can be 
asked to leave at short no¬ 
tice and so need to be flex¬ 
ible in their living arrange¬ 
ments. 

Ad Hoc manager Sarah 
Reid said: “It’s very, very 
strict criteria: they have to 
be over 21, employed, pro¬ 
fessional people who speak 
good English.” 


This means that despite 
the cheap rent paid by prop¬ 
erty guardians, many people 
on the waiting list for social 
housing, who are elderly, 
or have children or pets, 
would not be eligible for the 
scheme. 

Philip Sullivan, director 
of operations at Havebury 
Housing Partnership, said: 
“William Blake Court was 
closed, following consul¬ 
tation, as the bedsit and 
shared bathroom accom¬ 
modation was no longer fit 
for purpose and had been 
affected by falling demand. 
Havebury is currently con¬ 
sidering options for the fu¬ 
ture of the site. 

“To reduce the risk of van¬ 
dalism and remove costs 
such as temporary board¬ 
ing, the scheme is being 
occupied temporarily by 
a property guardianship 
scheme. The company as¬ 
signs ‘guardians’ to occupy 
the rooms and they provide 
security. 

“A number of residents 
decided to move to the new 
scheme at Withersfield Road 
which provides modern 
facilities in self-contained 
flats and bungalows. Ten¬ 
ants continue to have the 
option of support from an 
independent living advisor 
as well as access to a 24 hour 
life-line service.”

ASHES to ashes, dust to - 
fireworks? 

It’s not quite the send-off 
you expect, but one Haver¬ 
hill man has co-founded a 
company that allows you to 
get your cremated remains 
turned into fireworks or dia¬ 
monds. 

Paul Bailey, who grew up 
in Haverhill, started Alterna¬ 
tive Endings with his friend 
Kevin Foy two years ago. 

Paul, who attended Cas¬ 
tle Manor School, said: “A 
person close to me died and 
they wanted an alternative 
funeral - they wanted a card¬ 
board coffin. 

“I started looking into it 
and realised a conventional 
funeral wasn’t what every¬ 
one wanted.” 

There are a huge number 
of options offered by Alter¬ 
native Endings. You can get 
your ashes rocketed into 
space, sent out to sea, turned 
into a sculpture or even into 
a vinyl record. 

Former policeman Paul 
said choosing to set up Al¬ 
ternative Endings was a re¬ 
sponse to noticing a change 
in attitudes towards dying. 

He said: “There seemed

to be a sort of sea change 
in how people were view¬ 
ing death. Even at football 
matches where people used 
to have a minute’s silence 
they were clapping instead. 

“I think a lot of it is that 
people’s perceptions of death 
are changing and there’s the 
idea that they want to have 
a celebration of their life as 
opposed to a morbid Victo¬ 
rian ending.” 

Now the alternative fu¬ 
neral company is seeking 
the help of local residents as 
they launch a new project. 

They are looking for a plot 
of land in or around Haver¬ 
hill or Newmarket where 
they could create an “eco 
woodland memorial park”. 

An alternative to a cem¬ 
etery, the green space would 
see ashes planted in eco urns 
that contain seeds and bio¬ 
degrade, so that trees would 
spring up to mark the spot 
where the person’s remains 
were buried. 

“The idea is that people 
can go there with their fami¬ 


lies,” said Paul. He said that 
the plot would need to be 
near a road so that it was 
easy to travel to, and that 
ideally it would have some 
trees on it already. 

Paul and Kevin need fund¬ 
ing as well as a plot of land to 
make the woodland grave¬ 
yard dream come true. 

They have set up a crowd¬ 
funding page to raise money 
for the idea, and people who 
donate can receive various 
services from Alternative 
Endings. 

Paul said: “Some people 
might be a bit more flamboy¬ 
ant in life. 

“Some people want that 
traditional send-off but 
there’re a lot of people out 
there who would like to go to 
something different. By be¬ 
coming a tree they go back 
to nature.”

Retrial for priest accused of fraud 


A CLERGYMAN is to face a 
retrial over allegations he 
defrauded his own church. 

Last month, a jury at 
Ipswich Crown Court was 
discharged after failing to 
reach a verdict in the case 
of the Rev Ian Finn, 57, 
rector of St Mary the Virgin 
in Haverhill. 


On Tuesday, Judge David 
Goodin was told that the 
Crown Prosecution Service 
wanted a retrial. 

The trial, which could 
last up to six days, is set to 
start on June 27 next year.

Haverhill, has been 
accused of fraud by abuse

£12,707 of undeclared fees 
for funerals and reading 
wedding banns.

COULD someone please explain 
why the original senior residents 
of William Blake Court in Haverhill 
were forced to move from there, into 
a new property along Withersfield 
Road? 

They were given no option, they 
had to move as they were told that 
William Blake was no longer fit for 
purpose and needed to be pulled 
down. 

My uncle was one of these people. At 
89 years old he suffered a lot of stress 
and upheaval and unnecessary worry. 
Imagine my shock when searching 
for properties I noticed Rightmove 
advertising the William Blake Court 
flats for lease. 

To quote from the website: 
"Professionals, £310 per calender 
month per person including gas, 
water and electricity, you must be 
working full or part time and have no 
pets or live-in dependants." 

My sister queried the day my uncle 
moved why chairs were being taken 
in when residents were being made 
to move out; she was told it was none 
of her business. Well I think it is our 
business. 

Have they sold the property to a 
private landlord like they did with 
the council house along Recreation 
Road? 

When my niece, desperate for 
somewhere to live, begged to take 
it as seen, to rent, (despite the old 
bathroom and kitchen etc) she was 
told they would make more money 
selling it and that is what they did. 
When there is such a long waiting list 
for houses that are affordable to rent, 
and the council cannot fill that need, 
why are we selling properties off to 
private investors, that will not take 
families with a child or pets? 

It's disgraceful that they are allowed 
to do it; they put a lot of elderly 
people through a lot of stress. 

Forced to move, the only view my 


uncle has to look at now is the 
window of the house opposite or the 
wall of the shop on the corner. At 
89 years old, he cannot go out alone 
now because he cannot cross the 
busy main road. 

On top of this, by selling it in such a 
way, they are penalising the people 
that are actually the ones who need 
houses. 

For 10 years or more my niece has 
been waiting for a council property. 
She works but because she has a cat 
and a son she cannot private rent. 


Private landlords do not seem to like 
pets and some do not like children it 
would seem. 

It sickens me that we watched our 
uncle subjected to so much trauma 
by this enforced move, that Havebury 
have been allowed to treat people 
with such contempt and lack of 
compassion. 

It would seem that the old saying 
you are just a number is true when it 
comes to Havebury Housing, people 
mean nothing and pounds mean 
everything. 


I imagine their response will be "we 
are building over 2,000 new homes 
in Haverhill". 

My response to that is we wouldn't 
need them if you did not keep selling 
properties off to private investors who 
are pushing rental prices so high the 
average person cannot afford it. 

I guess the next one will be Place 
Farm will it?

‘Parkour took me from 
film fan to stunt man’ 




WHEN he was growing up, Shane 
Griffin loved films with Jackie 
Chan and Bruce Lee. He wanted 
to move like the martial arts stars 
he saw on screen. 

“I kind of got attracted to that 
kind of movement,” he said.

A COMMUNITY partner¬ 
ship is to start holding its 
meetings in public after the 
town council threatened to 
leave over the issue. 

The board of ONE Haver¬ 
hill - which includes repre¬ 
sentatives from community 
groups including business, 
schools and local govern¬ 
ment - drew up new terms 
of reference at a meeting on 
Thursday last week. 

One of the new terms of 
reference is that the first 
section of the partnership’s 
board meetings will now 
be held in public. The sec¬ 
ond session will be held in 
private to discuss commer¬ 
cially senstive matters. This 
is the same approach taken 
in council meetings. 

ONE Haverhill will also in¬ 
crease the number of town 
councillors on the board 
from two to four. 

In September, Haverhill 
town council voted to re¬ 
quest a number of transpar¬ 
ency measures be adopted 
by ONE Haverhill, including 
making meetings public. 

They said that if the meas¬ 
ures were adopted, they 
would undertake adminis-

trative work for the partner¬ 
ship, but that if it was not, 
they would pull out of it. 

This came after Inspec¬ 
tor Peter Ferrie of Haverhill 
Police and town, borough 
and county councillor Tony 
Brown resigned from the 
board over the issue. 

Chair of ONE Haverhill 
Sarah Howard MBE said: 
“There has been a great deal 
of debate about holding our 
board meetings in public. 

“What we have come up 
with is a solution that ap¬ 
pears to be agreeable to 
everyone, incorporating the 
proposals put to the ONE 
Haverhill Partnership by the 
Town Council. 

“My own concern was that 
we hold our meetings in a 
way that is open but without 
us just being seen as a pseu¬ 
do-council organisation or a 
further tier of local govern¬ 
ment, which we definitely 


are not. 

“ONE Haverhill Partner¬ 
ship brings organisations 
together to get maximum 
value for Haverhill from 
public expenditure. 

“In the past we have had 
annual public meetings, but 
at the last one we had only 
marginally more members 
of the public there than 
members of the board. 

“Therefore we have agreed 
to have four board meetings 
over the next year and we 
will hold as much of each in 
public as we can.” 

The new terms of refer¬ 
ence have been agreed 
among board members, and 
each of them will go to their 
governing body to request 
approval. This includes 
Haverhill Town Council, 
which will discuss the new 
terms at a meeting of the 
full council on Monday at 
Leiston Centre in Haverhill’s 
Leiston Road at 7.30pm. 

If all of the partner or¬ 
ganisations agree, the terms 
will be adopted before the 
board’s next meeting in the 
New Year.

What to do if 
power goes off 


IN the run-up to Christmas, as 
financial pressures from cold 
weather and the festive season 
set in, the News is running a 
series of columns from Citizens' 
Advice Suffolk West on how to 
save money this holiday sea¬ 
son. This week, the experts let 
you know what to do if winter 
weather causes power cuts at 
your home. 

Q 

Last winter I was hit by 
the storms and was left in 
the dark coping with long¬ 
term power cuts. How do I go 
about claiming compensa¬ 
tion if this happens this year? 
A. 

If you’re affected by a storm 
which left you without power 
for 24 hours or more, you may 
be able to claim compensa¬ 
tion from your electricity 
network distributor. Whether 
you can claim depends upon 
the amount of time you were 
cut off and whether there 
were more than the usual 
number of high voltage faults 
on the network. Distribution 


companies make compensa¬ 
tion payments when they do 
not meet the standards set by 
Ofgem, the energy regulator. 

If you’re eligible, you’ll get 
£27 compensation, followed 
by an extra £27 for each fur¬ 
ther 12 hours you’re affected. 
The maximum payment is 
£216. 

Some electricity network 
distributors have committed 
to increase this standard pay¬ 
ment for those affected over 
the Christmas period. UK 
Power Networks, the distrib¬ 
utor for London, the South 
East and East Anglia, has 
increased its payment from 
£27 to £75 for customers who 
are without power for 48-60 
hours over Christmas, with 
customers without electricity 
for longer getting more, up to 
a maximum of £432. They will 
write to affected customers. 

If there are other costs that 
may have been incurred as a 
result of the power loss (such 
as food going off), or the re¬ 
lated storm damage, this will 


not be covered by your net¬ 
work distributor, but might 
be able to be claimed on your 
household insurance. 

Customers have three 
months after the date when 
power is restored to make 
a claim to the distribution 
company. 

You can contact them di¬ 
rectly by phone or online. 
Your Regional Network Oper¬ 
ator is East Anglia (UK Power 
Networks) which can be con¬ 
tacted on 0845 601 5467.

East Anglia needs its own 
velodrome - campaigner

A HAVERHILL Cycling Club member 
is leading a campaign to build an East 
of England velodrome. 

Lee Hellen, 48, is part of the Cam¬ 
paign for a Velodrome for East Anglia, 
which already has more than 500 
likes on Facebook. Its aim is to have 
a velodrome with banked tracks built 
in the Cambridge area. 

The city has a strong cycling cul¬ 
ture, but people wishing to cycle 
competitively have to travel to Lon¬ 
don or Manchester for a place to 
practise. 

“Cambridge is the cycling capital of 
the UK,” said Mr Hellen. “It has more 
bikes than any other city. I’ve spoken 
to a lot of people. I’ve had parents 
coming up and saying their children 
would love to get into it [competitive 
cycling] but it’s too far to take them to 
the nearest velodrome on a regular 
basis. 

“I know a lot of semi-pro cyclists 
in the area who would love to use 
something like this regularly. There’s 
a whole lot of cyclists in the city and 
it would get mega use.” 

The campaigners would be looking 



for a site to house a track of 250 me¬ 
tres in circumference. 

Mr Hellen, of Wash Farm, Little 
Wratting, said the campaigners were 
already considering sites on the out¬ 
skirts of the Cambridge. 

He also said a number of the cy¬ 
cle club members were big business 


owners who may be interested in in¬ 
vesting. 

However, Cllr Noel Kavanagh, 
Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
cycling champion, said: “I don’t know 
if there’s any space. I heard there’s a 
campaign to build one at Alconbury 
which, I think, would be a better 


place for one than the city. We are 
constantly battling congestion in the 
city and putting in a new sporting 
venue is a good idea, but we need to 
look at what it would contribute.”

The Telegraph History Of The World, Edited by Gavin 
Fuller (Aurum Press, £20): If you want to know how the 
news has hit the headlines in the last 160 years, this 
fascinating book holds the answers. The paper sent 
Stanley to Africa; 22-year-old Churchill wrote from 
the North-West frontier for £5 a column, and Kipling 
from the front in the First World War. As well as wars, 
banking crises, terrorist attacks and elections, reporters 
of the day covered royal births and weddings, plus 
political scandal. Edited by the head of the Telegraph 
library, it’s perfect for recalling news events for 
relatives, long after the Queen’s Speech.

Audi Q7 E-TRON 



T HE second-generation Q7 hasn't 
even reached its first birthday, but 
there's a new version just around 
the corner. Lighter, stiffer and packed 
with more technology than ever before, 
the new Q7 is exactly the kind of car 
that big Audi buyers are looking for. 

But this e-tron version is something 
altogether different. 

Mixing diesel power with electric 
motors, the Q7 e-tron is a plug-in 
hybrid promising exceptional fuel 
consumption and emissions alongside 
similar performance, similar pricing and 
barely diminished practicality, although 
it still has to compete with the overall 
excellence of the standard car. 

Looks and image 

To look at, there's nothing to distinguish 
the electric Q7 from its combustion- 
only counterpart. If you're really paying 
attention, you may notice the additional 
filler flap, but the e-tron is as chunky 
and prestigious as the standard car. It's a 
matter of taste of course, but the Q7 has 
plenty of presence. 

On the image front, Audi has always 
been strong, and while emissions issues 
may have had a negative effect, what 
better way to move on from that than 
with an SUV that can run on just electric 
power? 

Space and practicality 

The Q7 e-tron is unquestionably a 
sizeable car, but in e-tron guise there 
are a couple of compromises. The 
substantial battery pack sits in the boot 
where the third row of seats would 


normally sit, so the Q7 e-tron is a 
five-seater only, although you still get 
the flexibility of individual chairs in the 
second row that can slide and fold. The 
boot space is also reduced as a result, 
but there's still a sizeable 650 litres on 
offer with the seats in place. 

The cabin itself is as spacious and 
comfortable as the standard Q7, with 
generous space front and rear as well 
as excellent materials. The Q7's virtual 
cockpit comes into its own here too, 
giving you a full update on what the 
complex power train is up to. 

Behind the wheel 


Complex it may be, but the Q7 
makes life easy for you where driving 
is concerned. Defaulting to electric 
mode on start-up, acceleration from 
rest is smooth, near-silent and usefully 
brisk considering its size. There are four 
operation modes to choose from; EV 
mode, hybrid, battery save where the 
charge stays unused until you request it 
and battery charge, where the engine 
will charge the battery while you drive. 

So far it's as with most other plug-in 
hybrids, but the Q7 has another trick 
up its sleeve. You can leave it in hybrid 
and it will engage the battery, the diesel 
engine or both depending on how 


you drive but if you use the sat-nav 
Predictive Assistant will determine what 
combination to use based on the road - 
and even the traffic - in the miles ahead. 

As the driver all you notice is that this 
Q7 is even quieter than the standard car, 
and while the increased weight might 
mean it's not quite as quick or quite so 
agile, the potential economy results are 
worth the small sacrifice. 

Value for money 

On the one hand the Q7 in e-tron form 
is significantly more expensive than 
a comparable diesel model, but that 
extra outlay brings with it a number

of significant advantages. As well as 
being obviously cleaner and greener 
than a standard diesel it qualifies for 
the Government's £5,000 grant, will 
pay no vehicle excise duty or London 
congestion charge. It would also bring 
substantial BIK savings for company car 
buyers. 

Who would buy one? 

Not everyone needs so much space and 
comfort of course so there are smaller 
plug-in hybrids and conventional electric 
cars that can be as frugal, but no rival 
can offer the same combination of 
comfort, space, luxury and economy all 
at the same time. Company car drivers 
will love it, families with the funds will 
love it too and active lifestyle types with 
a conscious might not baulk at the idea 
either. It's clever technology that is well 
executed and installed in a useful and 
desirable SUV.

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One in five would make 
the switch from petrol 


A LMOST one in five (19 per cent) 
of motorists say they would 
consider a hybrid or electric 
vehicle as their next car, a new study 
has found. 

Almost half (47 per cent) of this 
group said the potentially lower 
running costs - rather than the cut 
in emission levels - was the main 
attraction. 

Some 1,555 British motorists 
took part in the survey which was 
commissioned for the RAC Report on 
Motoring 201 5. 

The motoring organisation warned 
that the figures demonstrate how 
changes to vehicle excise duty (VED) 
are likely to dampen enthusiasm for 
these vehicles. 

Under current regulations cars which 
produce up to 10Og/km of carbon 
dioxide are exempt from the tax. 

But from 2017 only new cars which 
produce zero emissions will avoid VED. 
This means that lower-emission models 
will pay between £10 and £100 in the 
first year and then the standard annual 
rate of £140. 

RAC chief engineer David Bizley 


accepted that the Treasury needs to 
take action to stabilise its income from 
VED in the wake of falling C02 levels 
from new cars. 

But he warned that the change in 
policy could have a detrimental impact 
on the popularity of low-carbon cars. 

"As annual running costs play a 
significant part in the choice of a 
new vehicle, the removal of any VED 
benefit from running ultra-low-carbon 
vehicles, other than a pure electric 
vehicle, is bound to have an effect 
when motorists are weighing up the 
options," he said. 

"We accept the current VED 
system needs to be changed, but the 
Government's plans to remove one of 
the financial benefits of running plug¬ 
in hybrid or extended-range electric 
vehicles - the fastest-growing part of 
the ultra-low emission vehicle market 
- could easily put some motorists off 
buying them." 

Latest figures from the Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and Traders show 
that combined hybrid and electric car 
sales make up less than 3 per cent of 
the UK's new car market.
